“Tl am, of course, aware that you 
have no wish to see your farms de- 
pcpulated; that, however, is not what 
I mean, As I understand jt, a vast 
number of young Scotehmen who are 
excellent farmers are, necessarily, 
ledving the farms on which they were 
bern, In the case cf a tenant farmer, 
or a small land owfter having a num- 
Ler of sons, these sons necessarily 
cannot all remain on ne home farm, 
and some of them drift into the towns 
Great Britain, where they are not 
Wented particularly, These young 
men would ve the most valuable pos- 
sible material for this pertion of Wes- 
tern Canada. I am anx‘ous to see 
these good farmers come into our 
land while they are still farmers, 
These men would be of much more 
Value to this country than an equiva- 
lent number of townsmen, and I ara 
confident that they would also jm- 
piove their own condition by coming 
or to our farms rather than by going 
into the large towns in England and 
Scotland,

speaking, Western Can- 


ada has been represented as a coun- 
try of only a single industry, that of 
growing wheat. Naturally, I think, 


the idea of growing wheat year after 


year on the same land, and growing 
nothing else, does net appeal to any 
good farmer whether from Scotland 


iywhere else, as it is contrary to 
everything he has ever learned as to 
what constitutes good farming, Over 
a large portion of Western Canada 
climatic and scil conditions probably 
Paint to this class of farming as the 
easiest and most profitable. In the -ou4 
try for which Edmonton is the som- 
mercial centre, generally described as 
Central Alberta, however, an entirely 
diffe ent set of conditions prevail. 
Though statistics show the Edmonton 
country to produce consis stently larg- 
er yields of Wheat per acre than any 
other portion of « ‘anada, wheat is not 
the exclusive, or even the main indus- 
try of our farmers, the conditions be- 
ing particularly favorable for the 
Browing of other 8rains, such as oat« 
and ‘barley; and for the production of 
{hay and other fodder « rops and roots; 


for the raising of beef and hogs, and 
for dairying, all on the same farm. 
In fact, the best and most skillful 
Scotch farmers could come here and 
put their knowledge and experience 
to the best possible use, They 
would not, however, tind conditions 
Similar to those they have been ac- 
customed to, inasmuch as they would 
find our land so much more produc- 
tive, with an absence of the’ natural 


disabilities they have been accustomed 
to contend with; and they would find 
that they could ‘buy of our best 
farms of a fertility such as they have 
never seen, conveniently situated to 
railways and markets, at a only 
equal to two or three years’ rent of 
a farm of similar area, but must less 
fertility, in Seotland, 

“So far as I am aware, the Scotch 
farmer has never been told that any 
portion of Western Canada is favored 
with conditions exactly suitable for 
the best kind of farming he knows, 
and I am anxious to have the atten- 
tion of Scoteh farmers drawn to that 
feature of Western Canada to which 
I have referred.”

FROM FLORIDA WATER 


Les er Stave Lake Settlement Shocked 
by Death of Fred Villine ux—Pub- 
lie Meeting cf Citizens Held to Pro. 
test Against System of Liquor Per- 
nilts in Vogue,

Grouard, Alta,, Oct, 16—-On Sunday | 


afternoon, October 8th, Fred Villin- 
enux died at his home at Grouara, 
Coroner Dr, Donald held an inquest, 
a verdict being returned to the effect 
that the deceased came to his death 
from drinking florida water after be- 
ing warned that it hed a poisonous; 
effect. No blame was attached to any 
one. For some days he had been 
drinking florida water and on Satur- 
day was taken very sick. His wife 
called Dr. Boulanger on Sunday noon, 
but Villineaux was unconscious and 
died shortly after the doctor's arrival, 

After the inquest W. E. Ward, 
bookkeeper of the Peace River Trad- 
ing and Land Co,, Grouard, was tried 
before Sid Travers, J.P., and fined fifty 
dcllars and costs for selling Intoxicat- 
ing liquor, He admitted selling florida 
water to Fred Vi lineaux, but professed 
ignorance of illegal sale, 

On the night after this conviction 
about twenty-five citizens held an ‘n- 
dignation meeting and passed two res- 
olutions, first demanding that laws 
dealing with the sale of essences, per- 
pain killer, flavoring, extracts 
and toilet requisites be repealed or 
altered to suit present conditions ox- 
isting in Northern Alberta, and a sec- 
ond condemning the present system of 
obtaining liquor permits in this part 
of Alberta, whereby a medica! certi- 
ficate is required before making ap- 
plication for such permit, and expres- 
sing the opinion that it is humiliating 
and unnecessary that doctors should 
be asked to sign a lie and that a per- 
son should be compelled to use a lie 
to obtain a permit, and asking that 
some other means ghould be devised 
to regulate the obtaining of such per- 
mits for Northern Alberta,
